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we probably need an Attorney General®s Opinion on that
if they could do that in place of the Legislature because
they are the Legislature when we are not in session.

SENATOR NEWELL: Okay. Well, 1 just wanted some sort
of clarification of that and that"s all. I don"t know
if it"s all that important.

SENATOR MARESH: Okay. Thank you.

SENATOR CLARK: Is there further discussion? |If not, the
qguestion before the House is the adoption of LR 191.

All those in favor vote aye. All those opposed vote

nay .

CLERK: Senator Clark voting yes.
SENATOR CLARK: Have you all voted?Record thevote.

CLERK: 27 ayes, 3 nays, Mr. President, onadoption of
the resolution.

SENATOR CLARK: The resolution is adopted. The Clerk
has a resolution on the desk.

CLERK: Mr. President, first of all there is a new
resolution, LR 194, offered by Senators Clark and Marvel.
(Read LR 194.) Mr. President, in order to consider that
resolution today, we will need to suspend Rule 4, Sec-
tfon 6.

SENATOR CLARK: The motion before the House Is the

suspension of the rules. Is i1t Section 4....or Rule 4,
Section 67

CLERK: Yes, sir.

SENATOR CLARK: Rule 4, Section 6. All those in favor
of suspending the rules vote aye, opposed vote nay.

CLERK: Senator Clark voting yes.

SENATOR CLARK: We are voting on the suspension of the
rules. I think this is very important to all of you.
Record the vote.

CLERK: 31 ayes, 0 nays, Mr. President, on the motion to
suspend the rules.

SENATOR CLARK: The rules are suspended. Senator Marvel.
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
